On  Shading  ' Mums 

THE  practice  of  inducing  earlier  flowering  of  Mums  by  artificial  shorten¬ 
ing  of  the  day  length,  is  now  well  established.  The  use  of  this  method 
is  increasing  each  season.  Large  quantities  are  grown  for  the  market,  by 
a  number  of  growers,  and  the  question  has  been  raised,  whether  this  practice 
is  not  already  being  overdone. 

It  is  our  opinion  that,  until  all  Chrysanthemums  sold  on  the  eastern 
markets,  are  grown  locally,  there  is  still  room  for  more.  In  the  case  of  large 
Mums,  the  supply  from  the  west  coast  has  practically  ceased,  mostly  due 
to  the  supply  of  locally  shaded  blooms.  By  filling  the  demand  for  Singles  and 
Pompons  with  shaded  stock,  our  local  growers  will  also  get  this  business. 

However,  to  produce  stock  at  a  profit  at  present  market  prices,  you  can¬ 
not  afford  the  costly  mistakes  so  easily  made,  in  the  culture  and  selection  of 
varieties  for  shading.  Cornell  University  will  furnish  literature  with  excel¬ 
lent  instructions  on  shading  Mums,  and  should  you  care  for  a  growers’ 
practical  experiences,  our  own  records  are  at  your  service.  As  one  of  the 
first  growers  to  shade  Mums  in  large  scale  both  under  glass  and  in  cloth 
houses,  we  have  during  three  years,  recorded  some  information  on  varieties 
and  shading  dates,  that  might  be  helpful  to  you.
